as that of the aged woman whom he 
Saw walking away from the station 
with two luon on Friday evening, Octo­ 
ber 27, about four hours before the 
body was found in h railroad cut in 
Fairmount Park.

date. 
Mr. Lyons had told his story in 
Philadelphia two days ago. and there 
Svere so many elements of strong prob­ 
ability in it that he was sent for to 
come to New York.

]\Irs. Todd was cajoled Into boarding 
a car going northward and that fche 
had been drugged.

He is P. W. Radcliffe, the vice presl- 
d#*nt of the Stephen Merritt Burial 
company.

K judging from the exten- 
sive di.'icussion of the sub- 
jei-t in the public press. The proposi­ 
tion of Federal support in this respect 
seems to be gaining strength In the 
country at large, and the good roads 
propositions as presented to recent 
Congresses are being earnestly exam­ 
ined by many Interested citizens, as 
the demand upon the Capitol document 
rooms at Washington attests. 
These 
bills sopIv to enlist the linanciai sup­ 
port of the Federal Government in thi» 
improvement of the wagon roads of 
the country, the plan being for Uncle 
Sam to supply a sum equal to the sum 
any State will supply up to the maxi­ 
mum provided for. 
Congressman Brownlow, In explain­ 
ing the provisions of his bill, said that 
Federal co-operation in the premises 
was but just in order to fairly distrib­ 
ute tlie burden of taxation necessary 
to improve the public highways. 
He 
malíes this telling point: 
•‘So long as we pursue the origina! 
method of taxation the entire burden 
of cost for highway improvement falls 
upon the owners of agricultural lands 
and the persons living in the rural dis­ 
tricts. 
When the great mass of the 
people lived in the rural districts this 
was a just and equitable distribution 
of taxes for such purposes, but with 
the changed conditions of the present 
day, when one-half of the people live 
In cities, and much more than one-half 
of the wealth Is concentrated in these 
cities and in the corporations that are 
so powerful at the present time, it is 
absolutely necessary that some means 
should be devised whereby the reven­ 
ues requisite for the great improve­ 
ment that is called for should be de­ 
rived from all of tho people and re­ 
sources of the country as nearly as pos­ 
sible, and not rest, as heretofore, upon 
the farming classes, who are the imme­ 
diate losers by every failure of crop's 
and suiTer by every decline in price of 
agricultural products,” 
Another important consideration Is 
that, In the last analysis, the cities and 
towns benefit from good roads just as 
much as do the people living along 
them. It is to the interest of the mer­ 
chant as well as of the farmer to have 
an improved system of roads in every 
part of tlj© country. 
The development of the rural free 
delivery system has served to bring 
the people of the country into closer 
touch with not only the towns, but 
with the Federal Government, than 
ever before. The Government, speak­ 
ing and acting for the country at laige, 
has, therefore, a direct interest in the 
welfai’e of the people living in the rural 
sections, and the benefits to be derived 
from good roads Avould be shared not 
merely by those living upon them, but 
by all the people.—Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion.,

That the good roads movement is 
popular and has <ome to stay Is evi­ 
denced by the attention now given to 
good roads engineering In our educa­ 
tional institutions. The Rhode Island 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts has recently Issued a circular con­ 
cerning its course of Highway Engi­ 
neering, which circular can be bad 
from tho president by addressing him 
at Kingston, R. I. This medium Is to 
call the attention of any young men 
who are thinking of doing engineering 
work to the advantages of including 
education along good roads lines. This 
last addition Is badly needed and will 
be of Immense value in the Southern 
States of the Union where less atten­ 
tion, perhaps, has been given to this 
than In those further north. That it 
seriously concerns’ us all is evident 
without any argument, and the action 
of President Butterfield, of the Rhode 
Island College of Agriculture, is to be 
highly commended. 
In addition to this we learn that in 
the Iowa State College at Ames, Iowa, 
the Iowa highway commission has es­ 
tablished a road school in which every 
piece of the work, including class work, 
work, field work, modern road machin­ 
ery, cement In highway Improvements, 
etc., is taught. Plans are being made 
to build model sections of earth, gra­ 
vel and macadam roads, and practical 
men hav^ been engaged for the schools, 
and It is thought that the results will 
be very fiatterlng. 
Certainly the Iowa peopTe dese.re 
great credit for their enterprise In this 
direction. 


Some Keinnrkable Inventiont« 
Among remarkable recent inven­ 
tions are the pneumosllto, the topodlct 
the telemeter, the telephone-ears and 
tho thermophlle, which are described 
In the Strand Magazine. 
The pneu- 
moslito is an automobile especially 
designed for use on ice, but which can 
Just as easily be used on land. It 1» 
moved by a propeller wheel run by a 
two and three-quarter horse power 
electric motor, the propeller turning 
in the air and moving tlie carriage at 
a speed of twenty miles an hour. The 
topodlct is the combination of a pan­ 
tograph and telescope, by means of 
which any person can make a draw­ 
ing In correct perspective of any scene 
before him, even if he knows nothing 
whatever of drawing. 
By means of 
the telemeter the exact distance of far 
away objects can be measured and re­ 
corded. The telephone-ears Is an ap­ 
paratus by which a ship Is automat­ 
ically warned of submarine dangers. 
By tbe aid of t^e thermophlle it is 
possible to furnlish heat by means of 
a fine electric wire which can be wov­ 
en into rugs, blankets or cushions, and 
all that is required is a very small 
electric battery. The inventor claims 
for it that it will do away with the 
necessity of ever having fires In evea 
the coldest weather.

“But he didn’t streak the Sweets?” 
The doctor knew on which side his 
bread was buttered. 
“No,” he answered stoutly, “he’s 
good, but he can’t streak the Sweets.” 
Thereupon the old man 
excitedly 
left the physician’s presence to spread 
the glad tidings, and all Sag Harbor 
is proudly boasting that the deeds of 
the noted Austrian are not “shucks 
with what old Dr. Steve Sweet and his 
children could do. Yes—yes.” 
A Famous Family of Bone Setters. 
Dr. Sweet had been dead several 
years, but. memory of the founder of 
Long 
Island’s famous 
bone-setting 
family Is still green among the dwell­ 
ers around Peconlc bay. 
There 
1» 
many a family in that region of sand 
stretches that has had many a bone

have

the Sweet family, particularly of the 
father, who used to drive around the 
island In a laudable Long Island edi­ 
tion of the “one-hoss shay,'’ who was 
proud of his long, flowing, white beard;

dilapidated 
appearance; 
who 
shook his big, red hands in tho faces 
of his patients, as he exclaimed hearti­ 
ly, “They’ll do the business for you 
in a Jiffy,” and who, although he was 
in constant demand and received not 
inconsiderable fees, spent his last days 
in poverty. 
Fifth Avenue Experience. 
The story that the old men who 
were young men with “Dr.” Sweet 
like most to tell’ about him concerns 
their hero’s visit to the mansion of a 
BMfth avenue mllHonalre. 
It seems that the moneyed man's 
mother, who was In her 70th year, dis­ 
located a hip bone in a fall. The best 
surgeons of the city were called to her 
bedside, but, work as they would, they 
could not make the bone get back 
Into the proper position for splinting 
and binding. 
At last they confessed 
to the son that unless some one could 
be secured who would conquer the 
stubborn bone, the chances were a 
thousand to one that he would be 
called upon to bury his mother in a 
very short while. 
Then it v,ras that the millionaire 
suddenly bethought himself of a bone 
setter by the name of Steven Sweet, 
who lived In Sag Harbor, and about 
whom he had heard while gunning 
over the Long Island marshes.

clean, flowing white beard, and dirt 
begrimed and much-patched 
clothes, 
announced In a stentorian voice: 
“Well, you sent for me. 
Where’s 
the broken bone?” 
The butler had been Instructed that^ 
when a man by the name of Sweet ar­ 
rived he was to be ushered Into the* 
sick room without a moment’s delay. 
So the butler asked: 
“Are you—ah—Mr. Sweet?” 
“I'm Sweet, the bone setter/' was 
the short response. 
But the butler had thought to be­ 
hold a much different-looking man, 
BO he hesitated about letting Sweet in. 
Thereupon the bone setter flared up. 
“I didn't come here to be kept on the 
doorstep,” he exploded, “and what'^ 
more, I don't give a d—n for tbe 
case.” 
With that be started away, but be­ 
töre re bad reached tbe comer the 
aiaater ot tbe bouae, who bad 1>mb 
told by tbe butler that a tra sp had 


tried to convince him that he waa 
Sweet, cime running up. 
Sweet was pacified and taken Into 
the sick room. Gently he fingered the 
injured limb, while his gruff voice guf­ 
fawed, and then, suddenly, before the 
onlookers knew what was happening, 
he gave it a herculean twist, and with 
the snap and noise of a revolver’s ex­ 
plosion the bone shot back Into place. 
“Now," said Sweet, as he turned to 
tho high-priced doctors, “bind It and 
watch It 
I’m no blundering doctor, 
thank the Lord; I'm Just a bone set­ 
ter.” 
Fifteen minutes later Sweet left the 
house with a $3000 chock In his pock­ 
et.

Sweet was proud of his Fifth ave­ 
nue experience, but his feat of setting 
broken bones* for the 12 persons In­ 
jured In a railroad wreck 10 years be­ 
fore his death gave him more down­ 
right Inward satisfaction than any of 
his other cases. 
The smash-up occurred near Pat- 
chogue, and Sweet, who had been seen 
in that town earlier in the day by one 
of the injured passengers was sent for 
at tbe latter's earnest solicitation. In 
company 
with 
several 
doctors 
he 
rushed to the scene of the accident, 
and as he snapped the bones into 
place or set them 
and 
tied rough 
splints about them—his usual splints 
were oak shingles—^he turned the suf­ 
ferers over to physicians for medical 
care. 
It took him Just an hour to 
set about two dozen bones, and Sweet's 
truthful boast to the day of his death 
was:

I 
pulled another out of 
place, and I pulled 
another 
out 
of 
place 
in 
putting 
that back. 
Then, when I’d gat 'em all back in 
place I got an idea I’d learn how to 
sol^ bones and give up farming. So I 
practiced uncoupling and coupling up 
the bones of my dog until I learned 
the right twists for setting all the dif­ 
ferent bones. 
Guess I took that dog 
apart nigh on to a hundred times, on 
and off. He got so used to it that he 
seemed to enjoy it, and I do believe 
he missed- the exercise when I let up 
on. him.

His plan Is to 
have 500 electrically driven fans, each 
delivering 200,000 cubic feet of air a 
minute, for a city like London. Avhere 
at least 7,000,000 tons of smoky air 
would have to be removed every day.

Tho principle of the friction wheel, 
as applied to coining and paper mak­ 
ing machlnos, 
is now 
successfully 
used in an automobile invented by a 
man In 
Nuremberg, Germany. Tho 
vehicle may bo run with steady speed 
on a level or up a hill by merely ma­ 
nipulating a friction wheel that slides 
on a shaft piesslng against .the faco 
of the fly wheel supplying the power. 
The motor Is run at uniform speed, 
and the speed of the vehicle is gov­ 
erned by shifting the position of the 
friction wheel. 


According to the Engineering and 
Mining Journal the natural gas devel­ 
opment at Heathñeld, Sussex, 
Eng­ 
land, is of the utmost industrial im­ 
portance. 
The mere fact that a well 
furnishing 15,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day at 200 pounds pressure, only 
46 miles from the city of London and 
drawing from a formation promising a 
larger field than any at present known 
to exist in America,. Is enough to ex­ 
cite the Interest of capiiallsts every­ 
where. The gas is apparently some­ 
what lower In combustibles than tho 
American product, but It is neverthe­ 
less a high grade of fuel, and Is said 
to have an illuminating power of 12 to 
14 candles, without any artificial en­ 
richment whatever.

Waterways Are a Necessity. 
B y P r o fe s s o r L c ^ s M . H a u p t. 
N Tiew of the great and manifest economies of waterways It 
may seem inexplicable that, with but few Illustrious excep* 
y 
tlons, their advantages have apparently not impressed them- 
I 
selves npon railroad managers and legislators in general. By 
^ 
the recognition and use of theso economies the most progesslve 
^ 
^ nations of the European continent have been able to maintain 
large military and naval establishments, besides providing 
from the public treasury for tho construction and mainte­ 
nance of their extensive systems of internal waterways, while 
the United States has permitted her canals to become gradually extinguished. 
' One by one these earlier avenues of communication have been absorbed 
•nnd abandoned; and yet statistics show that the cost of transportation by tbese 
artificial channels is about one-third only of that by rail* w’hile by open water 
it Is still lower. A nation that Ignores an economy of slxty-sis per ccnt. In 
ti'j^sportation Is wasting its resources and imposing onerous burdens upon its 
people. The possibilities of this country are magnificent; and yet but few of 
them have been developed, and in these cases the work has been done largely 
by private corporations or local interests. Tho Erie Canal still exists, u u.ouu- 
ment to the enterprise of the Empire State of which it has ever bccu the back­ 
bone; but it is becoming too weak to bear the greatly increased tonnage, and 
must be strengthened and enlarged unless it is desired to divert tho traflic to 
the down-grade route through Canada. Owing to the growth in the dimensions 
of vessels, the antiquated coast-wise system of canals, made necessary as a' 
means of defense by the lessons of 1S12, Is no longer able to pass more than 
about three per cent, of the trade of the contiguous bays and sounds. These 
channels barely pass the smallest torpedo-boats, and are wholly inadequate to 
meet the requirements of an interior, strategic line as an indispensable part 
of our coast defense, not to mention those of the millions of tons of coast* 
wise commerce, only awaiting their enlargement and National control. 
The great work nearing completion under the State of Illinois, connecting 
Lake Michigan with the Illinois River and having In view the ultimate crea­ 
tion Of a fourteen-foot channel to the Gulf of Mexico, Is one that must com­ 
mend itself to the country as being of Immeasurable value. The connection of 
the vast deposits of coal in Western Pennsylvania and Virginia with the iron 
ores of the Loke Superior region by means of a ship canal across the portage 
separating Lake Erie from the Ohio River should be pushed with the utmost 
dispatch.—The Forum. 
Everyday Heroes. 
By A ndrew Carnegie. 


HIS is the heroic age, excelling all others in the number and service 
of its heroes. There Is a hero in the Philippines to-day. He was a 
wise Judge and strongly opposed our forcing ourselves upon the 
people there, but at the call of duty he went to serve his country 
and benefit that people. The highest office, save one. In the land 
was within his reach, the height of his ambition at home. He re­ 
sisted the temptation, impaired as his health was. 
He elected to 
plunge into the waves, as it were, to save the drowning people who 
needed his help. Judge Taft is a true hero; he has risked his life 
for his fellows. 
'A fireman hero in New York recently—I wisli I could remember his nam e- 
rushed into danger through fire and smoke to rescue a child, and fell in the at­ 
tempt. Such instances occur almost every week. In one or other of our cities. 
Physicians almost daily sacrifice their lives in their noble calling. 
Verily we live in a heroic age, and it becomes us to celebrate, applaud and 
honor these grandest of heroes, who remind us by their acts that they feel 
“the fittest place where man can die is where be dies for man.” There should 
be a National organization akin to the National Life Saving Society, or, per­ 
haps, better still, that society should appeal for funds to support the families 
of such heroes and add a department to administer the fund properly. 
The family of no hero who loses his life while trying to rescue a fellow 
man should ever suffer want, nor should the hero himself, if injured. He de' 
serves a pension, with the thanks of the community, as well as a gold medal to 
be worn afterward and handed down to his family as a badge of true nobility. 
There is a worship which uplifts, a deference which exalts, a tribute which 
raises all who give It, and this meeting will fail to Justlf5^ itself if we assemble 
to do honor to a hero and are not ourselves, in contemplation of his act. raised 
in some degree to heroic level. 
The great advance which all religious bodies are making and must con< 
tlnue to make or perish is along this road, the recognition of the truth that 
t'he kingdom of God is within man here and now, and that In order to merit 
heaven in the future or to be fit to exist there It is necessary ^hat we begin to 
make something of the real heaven here now on earth. 
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Evil of Societ»y Gambling.

FEAR that the evil custom of playing for money has made 
considerable progress in fashionable society. Heads of fara< 
illes in our gay cities are sometimes made aware of the inter- 
.•’hange between their own and other young people of checks 
intended to cover recent losses at cards. 
Young ladies are heard to boast of the gains of a season 
at Newport—these gains, in some cases, exceeding $1000. 
We hear of invitations to fashionable houses which are de* 
dined by youths of small or moderate incomes, who cannot 
afford losses at the card table. 
This feature of our time appears to me a reversion to the habits of a low 
stage of civilization, in Which poverty of object induces the passion for 
frames of hazard which is common among barbarous people. 
It seems also to be a part of that aping of foreign customs which shows 
Itself a good deal among our people of .wealth and leisure. 
Royalties nnd 
persons of high rank in the Old World have been known to indulg6 in gambling 
to a ruinous extent, and the custom of playing for sums large or small still 
prevails in European countries. 
This fact may lead certain young people to consider it a trait of aristocratic 
breeding to risk money in games of chance. The better culture attainable in 
modern society should do much to eliminate this false impression. 
Our 
Western World is rich in opportunities of social Intercourse. Our young men 
and maidens meet freely in college, in the professions and in the diversions 
appropriate to the season of youth. 
Pity were it if this Innocent freedom, profitable for mutual help and good 
nnderstanding, should be made subservient to unworthy tastes and dangerous 
passions. In this land of ours the State has prohibited the lottery system. Tho 
chiirch has set herself resolutely against rallies at fairs. 
Public opinion in either avenue ought to set itself against this cruel love 
of a gain which necessarily implies loss to others. It is a truism among us 
to-day that the exercise and enjoyment of liberty must found itself upon good 
sense and good morals. If we wish to avail ourselves of American freedom 
we must adhere to American ideas of good conduct. 
The standard of the Puritans may be enlarged and advanced by a culture 
more liberal than theirs. 
It should not be degraded by a course of action 
based upon a conceit of life poor, mean and empty.—New York News.

LIBERtA*S RESOURCES. 


W e a l t h o f t h e A f r i c a n JRepublic of th® 


C o l o r e d P e o p l e . 


Liberia is considering the expediency 
of a new foreign loan in order to make 
needed public improvements and to re- 
organize tJie public debt. 
It Is now 
eighty-three years since the negro re- 
public in Africa was founded by Amer-« 
ican philanthropists and more than 
half a century since it was recognised 
as an independent State. 


Sir Harry Johnston, the African ex- 
plorer. recently spolie very favorably 
of Liberia's natural resources. 
Its 
great wealth, he said, lies in its for- 
ests, which contain most of the West 
African timber trees. In india rubber 
producing trees, bushes and vines it is 
richer than any other part of Africa 
except one or two small areas of the 
Congo basin. 


The interior of the country is in- 
clined to be hilly, and from forty to 100 
miles inland the ranges of hills reach 
altitudes which justify calling them 
mountains. 
The marshy character of 
the country. Sir Harry Johnston says, 
has been exaggerated. 
Beyond the 
forest region there is a park-like coun- 
try. 
Elephants are abundant in all 
parts of Liberian territory. 
Through 
the forest many of the paths are little 
more than elephant tracks. 


Very little is known about the ruin- 
erai wealth of the country. 
Hematite 
iron appears to exist everywhere, and 
traces of gold are found in nearly all 
the rivers. 
In tlie Mandingo uplands 
beyond the forest region alluvial gold 
is said by the natives to exist over a 
considerable area. Lead and zinc have 
also been discovered in the eastern dis- 
tricts. 


On the whole Liberia is said to bo 
less unhealthful for white men than 
Sierra Leone, the Ivory Coast, the Gold 
Coast and Lagos. But the high plateau 
regions are naturally thought to be 
most free from fevers to whicIi white 
men are especially subject.

as 
Australia, 
and 
westward 
into 
Africa. 
Even to-day ape-like negroes 
are found in the gloomy forests, who 
are doubtless direct descendants of 
these early types of man. who probably 
closely resembled their simian ances- 
tors. ^ They are found on the eastern 
border of the Congo woodland and in 
other portions of the Congo basin, and 
the attention of scientists was 
first 
called to them by Johnston. Grogan 
and Sharpe. They are often dirty yel- 
lowish brown in color and covered wiUi 
a fine down. 
Their faces are fairly 
hairy, with great prognathism, and re- 
treating chins, while in general they 
are unintelligent and timid, having lit- 
tle tribal cohesion and usually living 
upon 
the 
fringes ^-f higher tribes.

Whence the pygmies came or where 
they originated Is unknown to us. 
In 
the hieroglyphic records of the Egypt- 
ians and other ancient people are ac- 
?ounts that prove conclusively that the 
iwarfs existed In Africa at that time. 
However, from native traditions gath- 
ered by 
Schweinfurth, Junger 
and 
other travelers, it appears that the lit- 
tle people occupied land as far north 
as the western Nile water shed, and 
were driven thence by invasions of 
larger blacks. 
To-day they are con- 
fined to the Congo forests and to such 
portions of these as extend toward the 
Nile water shed and Into Cameroon 
and French Gaboon. 
There seems to 
be some connection between the pyg- 
mies and the bushmen of South Africa, 
and If this is true it gives color to the 
theory of the former wider occupancy 
of the continent by the dwarfs. Traces 
of pygmies have been found In Eu- 
rope. and while there is no absolute 
proof of a prehistoric, universal, dwarf 
people, there is some ground for belief 
in the truth of this, and the acceptance 
of this theory furnishes us with an ex- 
planation for the geJieral occurrence 
of the mythological dwarfs in human 
folklore. 


The existence of the pygmies is of 
the rudest; they do not prucUce agri- 
culture and keep no domestic animals. 
They Jive by means of hunting and 
snaring, eking this out by means of 
thieving from the big negroes, on the 
DUtskirts of whose tribes they visually 


may have a strident sound, but it will, 
nevertheless, be a spoken word.

/\ Sp2cuIatior\ in Real Estate and What Game of It,

Jj^ o:\iE years ago an old resi- 
dcut of PhllaclolpLia died 
Wk 
childless, leaving a small 
— 
estate wbleli he directPd 
by ills will to be equally dl. 
vided between his widow 
and his only slstei'. 
Tho estate con­ 
sisted of a substantial home in the 
city and an acre of ground In the coun­ 
try, besides some money ju bank and a 
few ■well-invested securities. 
The sis­ 
ter resided In a distant State, and In 
order that Iier interests might be prop- 
ei'ly cared for, she engaged the services 
of an attorney at Philadelphia; the 
widow in like manner, being ignorant 
of such matters, employed me as coun- 
Bel_ to see that she also was protected 
hi her rights under her husband’s will. 
The personal estate of the testator 
was easily divided, but it became lu'c- 
essary to sell the real estate and divide 
the proceeds. For .tlje home place wo 
soon found a purcliasor who paid for it 
m cash. The lot of'ground in the coun­ 
try was uot so easily disposed of. 
It 
was situated in a pleasant part of 
West Philadelphia, out on the Darby 
road, not far from the Schuylkill, and 
was at that time laid out on the city 
maps as a building site between tv.’o 
streets, but the streets Avere not much 
traveled and the country round about 
was thinly and poorly settled. 
Long 
after the money and stocks whicii the 
old gentleman left had been shared be­ 
tween his M’ldow and sistei’, and long 
after his old home had been sold and 
the proceeds of Its sale distributed as 
be directed, the country lot remained 
on our liands. 
The sister’s attorney 
and myself advertised It in all the city 
papers, as “for sale, cheap, to close an 
estate;” we mentioned it to real estate 
agents, who also advertised it as “a 
special bargain in suburban property,” 
but all to no purpose: it would not sell. 
For more than two years this little 
acre of land remained to perplex and 
prevent us from effecting a llnal settle­ 
ment of the estate, Avhi'U one day It 
occurred to me to buy the ground my­ 
self. I did jiot want it and iiad uever 
seen it, but if I could purchase it at 
a price Avhich all tho parties interested 
miglJt agree upon as fair, the estate 
could be settled, and some day tlje 
poor acre which had so long begged a 
purchaser might prove a bonanza to my 
children. 
“Who 
knows?” 
said I. 
“Sti’anger 
things have happened 
and 
happen 
every day.” 
I made the proposition 
of purchase first to the attorney of 
the sister, 
nieutioning 
the amount 
Tvhicli I would pay and all the details 
of settlement. 
He wrote to his client, 
sod in due season my offer was accept­ 
ed by her. 
Then I made the some 
proposition to the widow, my own 
cJleBt, advising her before accepting to 
make thorough 
inquiry 
among her 
tfieudB as to tlic propriety ot 80 doing. 


It is a position of exti’eme delicacy 
wlien an agent or attorney undertakes 
to purchase for himself tho property 
Avhich ho is employed to soli to others, 
and no one can safely occupy that po­ 
sition Avithout inviting the fullest scru­ 
tiny and lotting in the broadest day­ 
light upon the whole transaction. She 
considered my proposition fully, con­ 
sulted many persons acquainted w'ith 
tho value of country real estate (who 
afterward mentioned to me that they 
had been consulted), and finally accopt- 
ed my offer. 
In the autumn of 188-- 
£ho and her sister-in-Jaw executed to 
me a deed of the ground, the money 
Avas divided between them, and their 
testator’s estate Avas thus entirely dis­ 
posed of to the satisfaction of all con- 
oernpd. 
I did not undertake to inspect my 
newly acquired investment until the 
following spring, Avheu one beautiful 
Sunday 
afternoon in 
early May, I 
started Avlth my eldest son to see if I 
could find it. ■\Ve rode together to tho 
termination of the line of horse cars 
and then Avlth rapid strides Ave paced 
the long street on Avhich one end of my 
acre presented a frontage, according 
to the plat, of about one hundred and 
twenty feet. 
Tiie “street” on Avhich 
Ave Avalked was sufliciently discernible, 
and to the left of us, high up on a 
ridge, AA'as the other “street” on wlilch 
tho otlier end of my acre presented a 
like frontage. 
Landmarks there were none, and al­ 
though Ave perceived signs of civiliza­ 
tion and modest prosperity all about, 
here a house, yonder a country church, 
up ou the I’ldge a cluster of cottages 
and over there a schoolhouse, I could 
not.locate my OAvn particular property 
anyAvhere, 
We returned home, and a 
few days afterward I Avrote to a sur­ 
veyor, giving him an exact description 
uf the property and requesting him to 
survey it for me.

not find it. Did you erect the posts as 
I requested? The mere survey is of 
no use to me unless you put something 
on the ground by Avhich I can find Its 
outlines.” 
“No, I had no occasion to do that.” 
“Why not?” 
“For the simple reason that your lot 
already has a good fence around it, snd 
a fine bouse within the tvace, and a big 


I' barn, 
and a etahle and 
cowshed, 
and---- ” 
"Whatl” I exclaimed, Interrupting 
him in amazement. 
“Oh, yes; and there are people living 
In the bouse, and It Is all brand new, 
and must have cost several thousands 
of dollars. You don’t need to put up 
any posts.” 
This Avas startling Information, in 
deed. 
“Is your team at the door?” 
“It is.” 
"Will you driA'e me out there at 
once?” 
“I AVill.” 
During tho long drive into tho cotiu- 
try Avith tho surveyor it became ap­ 
parent to me that somebody had either 
taken possession of my property with 
tho deliberate intention to deprive me 
of it, or else had committed the egre­ 
gious blunder of building ou my lot by 
mistake for his own. 
The latter W’as 
more probable unless the surveyor him­ 
self was at fault. 
Again, In a carriage, I passed over 
the same avenue Avhlch I and my son 
had traveled on foot less than a fort­ 
night before. 
Here Avas tho church, 
yonder the schoolhouse, and up there 
on our left Avere the cottagcs on the 
ridge. 
“There is your house,” said the sur- 
veloy, pointing to the roar of the larg­ 
est and finest of the cottages ou the 
ridge, “and that is your barn on this 
side of it.

It Is true that no 
sooner had tho couA'eyance been effect* 
ed than I began to w’ish I had not done 
It; that the AvIdoAV Insisted on my 
staying to dinner; and that after dinner 
sho droA'e me Into tOAvn behind her 
spanking bays. But I can hardly sup­ 
pose that you will be Interested in 
these things.—The Pathfinder. 


LIBERIA’S RESOURCES. 


W ealth o f tho African R epublic of the 
Colored P eople, 
Liberia is considering the expediency 
of a new foreign loan in order to make 
needed public improvements and to re­ 
organize tJie public debt. 
It is now 
eighty-three years since the negro re­ 
public in Africa was founded by Amer-< 
ican philanthropists and more than 
half a century since it was recognized 
as an independent State. 
Sir Harry Johnston, the African ex­ 
plorer, recently spoke very favorably 
of Liberia’s natural resources. 
Its 
great wealth, he said, lies in its for­ 
ests. which contain most of the West 
African timber trees. In India rubber 
producing trees, bushes and vines it is 
richer than any other part of Africa 
except one or two small areas of tho 
Congo basin. 
The Interior of the country is in­ 
clined to be hilly, and from forty to 100 
miles inland the ranges of hills reach, 
altitudes which justify calling them 
mountains. 
The marshy character of 
the country, Sir Harry Johnston says, 
has been exaggerated. 
Beyond the 
forest region there is a parlc-Uke coun­ 
try. 
Elephants are abundant in all 
parts of Liberian territory. Through 
the forest many of the paths are little 
more than elephant tracks. 
Very little is known about the min­ 
eral wealth of the country. Hematite 
iron appears to exist everywhere, and 
traces of gold are found in nearly all 
the rivers. 
In tlie Mandin<?o uplands 
beyond the forest region alluvial gold 
is said by tho natives to exist over a 
considerable area. Lead and zinc have 
also been discovered in the eastern dis­ 
tricts. 
On the whole Liberia Is said to bo 
less unheallhful for white men than 
Sierx*a Leone, the Ivory Coast, the Gold 
Coast and Lagos. But the high plateau 
regions are naturally thought to be 
most free from fevers to whicIi white 
men are especially subject.

The first consideration, as always in 
the furnishings of a house, Is that of 
utility.

The delicateretina shrinlcs instinctively 
from a harsh, brilliant light, and from 
one w'hich strikes mercilessly upon it 
■ without shade or softening Influence 
of any Iclnd. It requires a steady light, 
and at the same time a strong one, but 
just as we soften the direct rays of the 
sun with shades and draperies, and as 
nature herself seeks to do wth foliage 
and softly drifting clouds, having ob­ 
tained the strongest and steadiest light 
possible, we must make it as soothing 
and as agreeable as -well. 
Much also depends upon where the 
lights are placed to obtain the most 
satisfactory results. Every one is con­ 
scious of discomfort, even on a day that 
is .slightly overcast, in walking when 
the sun is directly overhead, while the 
slanting rays dipping over one’s shoul­ 
der are most agreeable. 
The results 
are the same with artificial lights. If 
the celling is very high and the lights 
sufficiently shaded to be inconspicuous, 
they are permissible in a room devoted 
to entertaining, but even under those 
conditions there should be side lights 
to focus tlie attention rather than direct 
It to the celling, whch is usually neith­ 
er beautiful nor interesting.—Martba 
Cutler, In Harper’s Bazar.

THE PYGMIES OF THE COHGO. 


l^or years we have been aware of the 
actual existence of a race of pgymies 
in the interior of Africa. 
And now, 
authorities on the subject have ex­ 
pressed the belief that in this little 
known race of black dwarfs, hidden 
to-day in the fastnesses of the tropical 
forests of the Congo, but in past cen­ 
turies probably far more common and 
widespread, we may have the origin 
of the dwarfs of tradition. 
Sir Harry 
Johnston, the well-known English ex­ 
plorer, made famous by his classic dis" 
covery of the okapi and by his re­ 
searches 
among 
the ape-like little 
black people, is of this opinion. 
The human type, in all probability, 
first emerged from the ape in South­ 
eastern Asia, possibly in India. 
The 
higher types forced the negro from the 
continent in an eastward direction, 
across the intervening islands, as far 
as 
Australia, 
and 
westward 
into 
Africa. 
Even to-day ape-like negroes 
are found in the gloomy forests, who 
are doubtless direct descendants of 
these early types of man, who probably 
closely resembled their simian ances­ 
tors. 
They are found on the eastern 
border of the Congo woodland and in 
other portions of the Congo basin, and 
the attention of scientists was first 
called to them by Johnston, Grogan 
and Sharpe. They are often dirty yel­ 
lowish brown in color and covered wiUi 
a fine down. 
Their faces are fairly 
hairy, with great prognathism, and re­ 
treating chins, while in general they 
are unintelligent and timid, having lit­ 
tle tribal cohesion and usually living 
upon 
the 
fringes ^f higher tribes. 


establish their little colonies, though 
they are as unstable as water, and 
range far and. wide through the for­ 
ests. They have seemingly becoine ac­ 
quainted Avith metal only through con­ 
tact wllli superior beings, and their 
weapons were fornuM-Iy of vrooJ or 
stone only. They live in little conical 
iuits about four feet high and four feet 
in diameter, constructed by thrusting 
withes in the ground, tying them to­ 
gether at the top and thatching them 
with leaves. 
Each man ,usually has 
but one wife, the couples housing to­ 
gether in a single hut, but as soon ns a 
child leaves the mother’s breast a sep­ 
arate hut is constructed for it, and as 
we can imagine, some of these are ab­ 
surdly tiny. 
The women are said to 
be alTectionate and make dutiful wives, 
sometimes marrying into the tribes of 
the larger negroes. 
The dwarfs have no separate lan­ 
guage of their own, but speak, roughly, 
the dialects of the neighboring ti’ibes 
of large blacks. 
While in the forests 
they are usually absolutely unclothed, 
but they adopt suilioient covering for 
decency when they come into contact 
with others.—Scientific American.

A.mong the latter individual types of 
the lower order crop out now and then, 
Indicating that the two were, to a cer­ 
tain extent, merged in past ages. 
Whence the pygmies came or where 
they originated Is unknown to us. In 
the hieroglyphic recoi'ds of the Egypt­ 
ians and other ancient people are ac- 
iounts that prove conclusively that the 
Iwarfs existed in Africa at that time. 
Rowever, from native traditions gath­ 
ered. by Schwelnfurth, Junger and 
other travelers. It appears that the lit­ 
tle people occupied land as far north 
as the western Nile water shed, and 
were driven thence by Invasions of 
larger blacks, 
To-day they are con­ 
fined to the Congo forests and to such 
portions of these as extend toward the 
Nile water shed and into Cameroon 
and French Gaboon. There seems to 
be some connection between the pyg­ 
mies and the bushmen of South Africa, 
and If this Is true it gives color to the 
theory of the former wider occupancy 
of the continent by the dwarfs. Traces 
of pygmies have been found In Eu­ 
rope, and while there is no absolute 
pi*oof of a prehistoric, universal, dwarf 
people, there Is some ground for belief 
In the truth of this, and the acceptance 
of this theory furnishes us with an ex­ 
planation for the general occurrence 
of the mythological dwarfs in human 
folklore. 
The existence of the pygmies Is of 
the rudest; they do not practice agri­ 
culture and keep no domestic animals. 
They live by means of hunting and 
snaring, eking this out by means of 
thieving from the big negroes, on the 
outskirts of whose tribes they usually 


may have a strident sound, but It will, 
nevertheless, be a spokeji word. 
Another good Imitation of the human 
voice, .says the New York Evening 
Mail, may be made by taking a large 
empty spool and stretching across the 
hole at one end two rubber bands. The 
bands must be close together at their 
edges, but must not overlay. You can
